It would be Interesting to study th e ex act re­ 
lationsh ip th at ex ists in America between pros­ 
perity and crime. 
It h as been stated th at a city wh ich enjoy s a 
business boom is bound to suffer, also, an in­ 
crease in its crime. Just h ow far th is assertion 
ho lds go o d is problematic; but th ere are signs 
tha t it is true to a great ex tent, at least. 
Ch icago, of course, is th e city every one th inks 
of wh en crime is mentioned. And th is rule seems 
to apply directly to Ch icago’s situation. 
Ch icago h as been an enormously busy city , 
growing by leaps and bounds. 
All kinds of in­ 
dustries h ave centered th ere. Th ere h as alway s 
been “someth ing doing” th ere. Job-h unters h ave 
flocked in from all parts of th e country . 
Th is h as made for a large floating population, 
unstable and with out roots. 
Th e ranks of th e 
gunmen and bootleggers are easily and q uickly 
recruited from such a field. Furth ermore, under 
such circumstances, money is plentiful. Th ere is 
money for liq uor, for gambling and oth er under­ 
world commodities. 
Th ere is money , too, to be 
taken by main force by bandits. 
Detroit seems to bear out th e th eory also. Th e 
automobile industry h as made Detroit an im­ 
mensely busy place. It h as been ex panding rap­ 
idly for y ears. And, like Ch icago, it h as drawn 
on th e rest of th e nation for a h uge floating pop­ 
ulation.

On the first o f these final ro ll 
calls y esterday , the senate agreed 
to increase the tariff o n Cu ban 
su gar fro m 1.7G cents a po u nd to 
two cents. 
The su gar increase was v o ted. 
17 to 39. Prev io u sly the senate 
had v o ted 48 to 33 against an in ­ 
crease to 2.20 cents a po u nd. 
There were charges o f a "tra de ” 
am o ng senato rs interested in su ­ 
gar, lu mber and o il du ties bu t 
this was sto u tly denied. 
Seco nd ro ll calls are to co me 
o n the attem pts to take lu mber 
and cem ent o ff the free list; to 
retain the du ty o n brick; to giv e 
a tariff to hides, leather and 
sho es, and o n a m u ltitu de o f 
o ther co ntro v ersial rates. 
Mo st 
o f these were settled by narro w 
m argins befo re. 
The co alitio n has been su c­ 
cessfu l in alm o st ev ery m ajo r 
co ntest in the tariff battle. 
It 
lo st o n the mo v e to resto re bricks 
to the free list by a tic v o te. In 
ev ery o ther instances the repu b­ 
lican regu lars will be fo rced to 
u pset the prev io u s decisio n o f the 
senate in o rder to gain gro u nd. 
Despite the alarm o f so me o v er 
the repo rted "trade" o n su gar, 
lu mber and o il, co alitio n leaders 
were co nfident to day th a t they 
had the v o tes to beat do wn again 
the determ ined attem pts fo r ta r ­ 
iffs o n o il and lu mber. 
There were repo rts th a t reco n­ 
sideratio n o f y esterday ’s v o te o n 
the su gar tariff wo u ld be so u ght 
bu t there was little ex pectatio n 
o f u psetting the decisiv e m argin 
o f this ro ll call. 
The best chance o f ano ther 
u pset is seen in the lu mber v o te. 
The senato rs fro m the far n o rth ­ 
west states who hav e been w ag­ 
ing an earnest driv e to get pro ­ 
tectio n fo r lu mber are co nsider­ 
ing a mo dificatio n o f their pro ­ 
po sal.

Becau se o f the lo ng list o f pro ­ 
v isio ns u p fo r reco nsideratio n in 
the final ho u rs, senate leaders 
were do u btfu l to day o f when 
passage o f the bill co u ld be o b­ 
tained. Ho wev er, it was believ ed 
u nlikely th a t it co u ld co me this 
week. 
Senato r Gru ndy , repu blican, o f 
Pennsy lv ania, is asking ano ther 
v o te o n the prev io u s decisio n to 
cu t the ex isting rate o n alu m ­ 
inu m to the o ld 1913 Underwo o d 
lev el.
